eſpecially in Copulation ; a Man re- 
ceiving of an infeCted Vapour , or fil- 
thy Sanies, into the Pores of the Skin, 
or into the Vrethra, as well before the 
zjeting of the Sced, as after, the Wo- 
nan having either a Goxorrhea, or elſc 
in Ulcer, or perhaps only the foul. 

Seed of ſome infected Perkon left in 
ter, ſome ſmall time before, which 
being lodged in the wrinckles of the 
omb, may be drawn in by the pores 
f the extended Penis, ſo that tis poſ-

fible for a Man to pet this Diſeaſe, by 
a Woman that was never infeCted 
her ſelf, for the oleaginous moyſture 
that is ever in the neck of the Womb, 
doth many times defend it from being 
infected, beſides, in Women the parts 
being not ſo ſtrait, nor yet ſo hot, 
the infection is not ſo nouriſhed and 
fomented, as tis in men, beſides the 
admirable cunning that Women of

There be many perſons that will 
| not believe any hurt can be gotten, 
any other way than by Copulation 
with an infeted perſon , but I will 
prove the contrary by common expe» 
rience, as for example, 

A Gentleman about 25 years of age, 
having lain with a young Laſs about 
190or 20 years old , was ſo exceſlive 
inthe uſe of Venery with her, that 
having kept her company three days,

was ſent for to let them Bloud , but 
when Icame and had inquired into the 
cauſes of their Diſtemperature , I 
would by no means take any Bloud a- 
way, for the Fever being cauled hy 
the diminution of the Spirits , blee- 
ding muſt have increaſed the Ferer, 
rather than abated it, I therefore or- 
dered each a Glyſter of the DecotF. 
Com. cum yy Probir and two hours 
after the Glyſter ; an Emulſion of 
the- cool Seeds , dulcified with Syr. 
Citrini, and a little Diacodion. to re- 
frigerate the parts and cauſe ſleep, in 
two or three days the Fever left them, 
the Woman was very well, but a 
Gonorrhea attended the man, without 
Its uſual ſymptoms, and it was carrt- 
ed oft with much eaſe, for I verily be- 
lieve. it was cauſed only by too much 
lorcing of the ſpermatick Vellels, and 
heating of the parts, eſpecially the

fible for this Diſeaſe to be gotten by 
Kiſſing, eſpecially if either party have

way of Kiſſing doth much adjuvate 
this way of infeting:

to give my advice, I found her ina 
Feyer, and her Niples Ulcerated ; 1 
calld for her Child , whom I found 
infetted with an Ulcer in the Mouth,

reſently I declar'd them both to be 
infeted with the Pox; 1 will not 
ſtand to determine, whether the Wo- 
man was infefted before her delivery, 
and fo the Child brought into the 
World with the Diſtemper ; or whe- 
ther the Father did by Kiſling infeQ 
the Child, and ſo the malignity con- 
veyed to the Mother through the po- 
rous body of the Niples, but to make 
good my aſſertion, pray obſerve the 
event, | 
A Neighbour who was a Nurſe 
coming rto' viſit the Woman , whoſe 
Breaſts was ſore, ahd hearing her com- 
plain of the tenderneſs of her Niples, 
ſhe taking up the infeted Child kiſſed, 
it, and gave it her Breaſt, (ſhe bein 
iTnorant of the Diſtemper,) the Child 
ucked her and infeCted her, inſomuch 
that her Lips and Breaſts broke out 
with ulcerous Sores ; moreouer a lit 
tle Girl about Eight years old, that

The Diſeaſe is very often got þb 
latation, theretore I do adviſe thoſe 
that put their young Children to 
Nurſe, to be wary in chuſing of Nur. 
ſes, and in like manner, Nurles ought 
to be carefull what and whoſe Chil: 
dren they take, for the Venome is ve- 
ry often communicated from Nurſes 
to Ctuldren, and as often received by 
Nurſes from them, for a very {ſinall 
matter 1s able to infef&t either, and 
many Families have been undone by 
receiving the Venome this way. 

Tis not to be imagined how ma- 
ny Children 1n a year are deſtroyed 
in this City by this Diftemper,though 
in the Weekly Bills they paſs for gri- 
ping of the Guts, or Worms , Rick- 
ets, &c. 

Tis dangerous to Sweat in a Bed

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He figns of this Diſtemper are 
various, according to the 
ſtrength and conſtitution of the Pati 
ent, the general ſigns are theſe, viz. 
A debility of the whole body, as it 
wearied by much labour, ( which is 
cauſed by the infeQtion of the Spirits, ) 
a ſtifneſs of the Joynts, but more el- |: 
pecially of the Hips and Thighs, great 
pulſation of the Arteries, a ſhootin 
pain 1n the Groins, pain in the Cod. 
itching about the root of the Yard, 


ſharp- 
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ſharpneſs of Urine, and a pricking 
pain in erection, and flowing of yel- 
low fanies from the Yard oftimes, 
pain in the Back and in the Head ;” 
theſe are the infallible figns of a Ge- 
nrrhea , ſome of them hapning to 
one, and ſome to another , and yet 1 
have known all of them to happen to 
one perſon, and at one time, ſome 
have other ſymptomes, as the Pre- 
we and Glans, {welling immoderates 
ly with great pain, or perhaps the Yre- 
ne $274 ſtopped up with Caruneles, the 
Glans almoſt covered with Warts , 
ſometimes excoriations of the Glans, 
Ir ulcers on the Glans, or Prepuce or 
both, ſometimes Buboes do ariſe in the 
Groins, which if once ſuppurate and

vation, with nouriſhing Broaths , 
adding now and then the yelk of a 
new laid Fgg, Endive, or Succory are 
moſt properly put into Broath , for 
ſuch a perſon , by reaſon they cool 
and abate the ſharpneſs of the hu- 
mours, and moderately looſen the 
Belly: Gliſters of Chicken-Broath 
are proper in this caſe, one in four 
or five days, by reaſon they nouriſh 
the Bowels, which would be ſubje& 
to Tortions, the Acrimoniows humours 
ſome times {lipping downwards. 


Moreover, after the Salivation,- a 
nouriſhing Reftorative Diet drink is 
proper, wherein carc be took to a- 
void all things that exficcate, and 
great care ought ro be in giving ot 
Nutriment, that eaſily digeſts , 
for 1t muſt be took often, it being 
requiſite to get ſuch a Patient in

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firength, as faſt as Nature can give 
leave. 


EF Buton the contrary , if a Pa- 
yient be Young and Robuſt, of a San- 
guine or flegmatick Conſtitution , 
ahen muſt another courſe be taken, 
if Salivation be intended, and it may 
be convenient to purge this Patient, 
four or five times, to Bleedand Bathe, 
tO abate and prepare the humours , 
lkeaft the Salivation {bould riſe t00 
fiercely. A moderate Diet is conve- 
Pient , of ſuch things as breed good, 
but little Juices, ſuch are Partridge, 
Larke, Rabbets, Mutton, &c. Diet- 
arinks, or Tiſans that gently exlic- 
cates , are convenient in the prepa- 
Tation. 


Ia the beginning of the Salivation, 
ule no Broath, but Poſſet-4rink, or 
thin Water-Gruell, and fo continue ; 
and it may be obſerycd, that a Pati- 
ent 
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ent of this Conſtitution, may be ex- 
pected to Spit, ſix or ſeven Pints in 
twenty four hours, ( whereas 1n the 
caſe before mentioned , four Pints is 
as much as can be expetted ;) after the 
Salwation , 'a Dres-drink may be gi- 
ven, that exficcates powerfully , ant 
moves Sweat , obſerving to pur 
the Body well, by this .you may ob- 
ſerve, how much more bold you ma 
be, with a perſon of a Plethori 
Conſtitution , and conſequently ſuc- 
culent, than with a Body Emaciared, 
where Juices are wanting, and ler 
none omit to obſerve, that in Saliya- 
tions, there will happen to ſome Fain- 
ting Fits, for which there 1s no better 
Cordial, than a ſmall Glaſsof Clarrer, 
which comforts ſufficiently, and ſen» 
cibly doth precipitate the Medicine. 
The manner of defending the Mouth, 
and curing, the Ulcers, cauſed by the 
Saliva , 15 ſo common, I need not 


mention it.

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EY» The Veneredl Aftma, which 
is but ſeldom Cured , tor where the 
Lungs are affected , che Party is ge- 
nerally brought ſo low , before the 
Cure 1s attempted, that Nature can 
aſſiſt but little, and here no Salivation 
can be admitted , the Cure mult be 
attempted by Reftoratives, fuch as 
Sarſa, China, with Pedoralls, with 
moderate Sweats, and large Fort a- 
wells in the Shoulders, Aſſes-Mik , or 
Cows Milk, mixed with the Diet-drizk, 
very moderate purgatives, and thoſe 
mixed with Pe&oralls, untill ſtrength 
be attained, and then hauing a fit 
time of the Year, and all needfull 
ſupplics, a gentle Flux may be rai- 
ſeq but not continued too long, leaſt 
while thou goeſt about to cure thy 
Paticat of the Pox, you Bury him. of 
a Conſumption.

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> Many other Accidents ma 
gwen , Which having their Orig1- 
nal from the Pox, will admit of no 
other Cure, for we many times tind 
a Venercal Oprhalmia, a Venereal 
Fiftules , lome time on the Lacrymwal 
Glandvule , that fouls the Bone, and _ 
makes Mad-work, and often the 
Pockey Fiftula in Avo; in many 
the Venerecal Scorbute, in others a 
Venereal 1:ch, to all which may be 
added, the foul Ulcerous Sores , 
which are taken for'the Kyjngs-Evil, 
but will with the fore-named , come 
within compaſs of the Pox, and there- 
fore mult bz attacqued as it.

Fomented, or Bathed , to draw out 
the Salts that have {ſwelled the Pre- 
puee, or if that will not (Jo , Ampu- 
tation muſt follow ; I mean, to cut 
off ſo much of the Prepxce , that the 
Glas may be bare, and conſequently, 
the better to come at the Ulcer, for 
&# may- be obſerved , that "is im- 
poſlible to.cure the Ulcer , unleſs you 
can come fairly at it , and therefore 
thoſe perſons. that attempt by a S#- 
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rixge, to cleanſe between the Glens 
and Prepace , make their Patzents too 
dearly to buy their Experience, nor 
is this all, for if the remaining 
rt after Amputation be found 
rd, it will be convenient nor onl 
to digelt it, but to ſalivate the Pati 
ent gently, to make Reyvullion of 
humours, and timely to correct rhe 
Malignity of the U/cer , which roo 
often doth infeft the whole Maſs 
of Bloud. He hath had bur little ex» _ 
perience of this Diſeaſe , who doth 
not know from how ſmall a matrer 
this 'Accident doth happen, particu. 
larly in thole men who have natu- 


rally contracted Prepwees. 


> Warts and Excreſſencies, on 
the Privities happening to either Sex, 
muſt not be neglected, for they are 
as ſo many Land Marks to affure 
the Pox confirmed, and although 
many people take little notice of 
them, 
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them, where ever I ſee them, I know 
all is nor well , and therefore rake 
Care, not vily to remove them by 
Cauſticks, or etſe by Binding, but 
likewiſe to Eradicate the cauſe by 
ſuch a courſe, as I judge moſt fit- 
ting for the Patients conſtitution.

The true way of Curing & 
Gonorrhaa. 


His is the-common name of that 

Dilcaſe we call a Clap, ak 
though the word Gonorrhea ſignifies 
an involuntary flowing of the Seed, 
which a Clap is not, but ſince it 
will be hard to remove ſo common 
received a name, I will treat of it 
by either name of Clap , or if you 
will have it ſo Gonorrhes. 


A Clap is an Vlcer of the Proftate 
Glandules, which are ſeated at the 
root of the Yard, and from the Uls 
ceration of theſe G/andules, the mat- 
ter ar Pus comes, that either runs, 

or 
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or is ſqueeſed out from the Penis, and 
it fometimes happens, that the Ure- 
thrs, or ge of the Yard 1s Ulce- 
rated all along, from whence is cau- 
ſed the Pain in Ereftion , commonly 
called Cordee, for the Acrimony of 
the humour that runs from the U/. 
cer, doth irritate the part, and cauſe 
the Erection of the Yard, and the 
Nerves being much diſtended there- 
by , . cauſes the extraordinary Pain , 
they ſuffering no le(s than a Convul- 
lion , by the pricking of the Acrimo- 
nious humour , during the time of 
EreCtion ,. befides, the Glandelcs at 
" the root off the Yard, hear their ſhare 
in the Pain, 'by the violent Rretch- 
ing of the Yard, although in ſome 
Claps, the Patient ſcarce feels the 
leaſt of cheſs Accidents, aod ſome 
not {o much as the Pain in; Piſſing, 
particularly Women , who are not 
fo much afflifted in this cafe as 
Men, but then arc not ſo certain in

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making Obſervations of it , the rea” 
ſon why, few Women ſcek for help, 
untill the Diſtemper be ſo lon

Moreover, many poor Sinners that 
have lain under the Torment of 
Doubt, have received no ſmall com» 
fort from the aſſiſtance of this one 
particular Medicine, for many times 
excels in YVezery, joyned with the 
*Debauch of Wine, begets ſo great 
an Acrimony in the Nirine , and 
the Guilt ſo far poſſeſſing the 
miad, the poor Devil loofes it's little 
Senſes, till by taking three or four 
Doſes of the Antivezereal-Prfs, and 
no Clap appearing, it becomes as joy + 
\ full as penitent. But now to return

(*Tis a great fault I have, in be» 
ing oftimes too paſſionate, in com- 
mending my Horſe, my Dog , my 
Servant, &«. ) And indeed, *tis hard 
for me to forbear it, for I am ſure the 
ſubſtance of my Book is new, though 
the Diſcaſe be old, I have borrowed 
from no man!, I have ſtola from no 
Authour, 1 have Writ nothing but 
what 7 have ſeen, and often experi- 
mented, and that in this Town, there 
is not a wordin it, but what thoſe that 
know me, have at one time or other 
heard from me , upon occaſion in Diſ- 
courſe, or in Conſultations with Phy- 
ſitzans, and Thope I may without Va- 
nity ſay, that he which takes the pains 
to Read it, will tind ſomething 1n it, 
either like his own, or ſome Friends 
caſe, and that it will not be altofe- 
ther his labour loſt. 
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
